Hath he furniſhed them with Sort» 
diers ? No, Coriolansn:s hath done none of all thoſe 
things: He was content for his revenge of Rome, to 
put onlie the faithfnlleſt of the Citizens in the hands 
of his enemies, Bnt if that deſpare which forced him 
toit,had ſucceeded happilic ; that he had ſound more 
Hamanitie in the heart of T»#«s, whoſe Triumphin 
enemie he ſeverall times was, tken in the hearts of

Atter that,he was the firſt who paſled the Rhine ,' 6 was 
the firſt who ſailed withan armie tipon rhe'Occidedtrall 


Ocedn; He conquered England, winch none benaer 


was in/being : And cafried hisarmesand Romes 5 


in places Where the-name of Roman; had never beet 
, The fanious priſe of A/ex:s, 15 none of Ceſars leaſt 
aQtions : He ſaw in head of lum , #n Armie of three 
hundered thonſand men, to malte hum raiſe the ſiedge:' 
But having as much prudence #$ courage, he devi o_ 
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his atfnie, and_afted ſo skilfvllic, that they who lived 
before Alexia, did not know there was a power- 
Full reliefe coming to the Town. They did not know 
- 1 fay, they were incloſed between two powerfull ene- 
mies, untill Ceſar had defatedthem And Vercingen- 
zorix, who was in that place, was rendered to that fa- 
mous Conquerour., Ahſurelie ! Afterthat I doubt not 
but Hiſtorie will. one day ſay, that he ſurmounted all 
ther Heroes : . Yes, Lepids, whoſoever would com- 
pare the great qualities of the moſtllluftrieus with him, 
will find that he hath excelled them. The Fab:ane;, 
Seipiees, the Metalles, and alſo they of hisown time 
as Silla, Mayits, the two invincible Luculus, and 
Pompey, are inferioue to him in even thing: he ſur- 
mounted one by the difficulties of the countreys he 
gonquered : The ſecond by the extent of-the Nations 
which he hath put underthe Romans dominion : ,The 
hizd by the. myltitudes.of enemies he hath defated : 
An other by the feirceneſs of the People with whom 
he. had todo, and whom he behooved both to overcome 
ang teach: Another in ſweetneſs, in clemencie, and 
in humanitie, to them whom he conqucred : The 
laſt in magnificence and liberalitie to them who fought 
under him : And all of them in gaining manie banks, 
ia defateivg numbers of enemies, and in practifing 
manie vertues., Behold Lepidus, the Viftories which 
the Romans could not diſpute with Ceſar, They are re- 
duable to him for all theblood that he ſhed in the ma- 
ny encounters he met with, It was for 'them that he 
fought; It was for chem that he overcame ; It was for 
them that he conquered ſo manie countreys £ And 
thee were none to be found, umill the paſlage of that 
famous Kiver, whic!z Cefar traverſed to come to Rome, 
or to ſay better, to come againſt the Tirran of Rowe z 
I fay there was none to be found but who di agree, that 
he Repwblick was much oblidged and indebted to Ce- 
ſar... But Lepidws, 1 intend to ſhow you this day that 
the other Vidtories which Ceſar gained, are: thele for 
which the Romans are more oblidged-to him. Lintend 
to let you ſec that Ceſar did never more Brongile teſti- 
fie the paſſion that he had for libertie, and the hatred 
that he had tO tirranie 3 Then. when he tought and con- 
quered Powp:y, But to reſume the matter rom its 
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ſource, to juftifie Ce/ay, Pompey muſt be accuſed : And 
it muſt be ſeen, that as the one did alwaiesteftifie þis 
being the Protetor of libertie. the other, hath ſtill 
made it appear that he aſpired at Tirranie. All the 
World hath known, that Pompey did fo manie things 
to uſurpe the domination, that to hinder him from 
interpriſing it any more they wereconſtrained to declare 
him alone Conſull: And the Romans at that time loved 
better to ſatisfie his vanitie ſome way, then to oppo!e 
dire&lie him, But they did notuſe Ceſar ſo., for {0 
far from granting new honors to him, they utragiouſile 
refuſed the juſt things that he ſought. Lentulus 
Pompeyes Pariyſan, diſgracefullic baniſhed Anthene 
and Curio, who were conſtrained to diſguiſe them- 
ſelves like ſlaves,-that they might retufn with ſafitieto 


Ceſar ; And all that Lepidus, becauſe Ceſar by them did * 


ask, the continuation of the Government of the Gamntes, 
whom he conquered.. The unjuſt reſuſall that- he 
got, did not carrie him to unjuſt deſigns: He:didat 
that time know, that Pompey demanded not his return 
to Rome, but for his loſs; That Pompey looked upon 
him as his enemie; And as the onlie obſtacle that could 
hinder him from obtaining the Soverajgn power, which 
he had ſo long pretended to. Ceſar did then confider 
his particular preſervation, and 2lfo the publick good 7: 
He. had a minde to diſarme-his enemie , and the ene- 
mie of;Rome, and alſo diſarme-himſe}f.He then cauſed 
tell the Senate, to let the puritie of his intentionsbe 
ſeen, that he was readie to quit the Governmentoof the 
Gaxles, who had fo often made him expoſe his lite; 

That he was readie. to lay down his armes 3. That ke ws 
readie to come and give account of his ationsz That 
he was readie abſolutlie to.renounce all kind -of autho» 
ritie, .conditionallie that. Pezxpey ſhould lay. down his 
armes, as well as be, and that they ſhould both-live as 
priyate perſons...

If Ceſar had had that intention, he 
would without doubt have Leived a much ſtronger 
Armie, he would have found pretexts for itz And he 
was more wiſe then to have undertaken Gach's thing. 
without having a long time before ſearched onfaway.to 
make it ſucceed. Ir was not then apremeditared defi 

that made him paſs that River, which he hath niade fo 
fimous by his paſſage : It was both a refemthent of 
choller, of ſhame and deſpight, with an earneRt defite 
to be revenged of hisenemie, and to deſtroy a man 
who wot onlie de/ired to deſtroy him, but alſo deſttoy 
the Republick, He departed then without anie preme- 
ditation: And the juſtice of Heaven conducting all 
his deſigns; He made himſelf Mafter of rale in xty 
dayes, without ſhedding the blood of the Citizens, As 
to Pompey, it well appeared by his conduR, that re- 


, morſe of conſcience made him loſs his good ſenſe : He 


was no more the great Pompey, whowhen he had none 
but lawfull deſigns, and when he ſerved: the Re. 
publick, teſtified ſo much prudence and ſo much cou. 
tage. He loſt both the one and the owher at that time: 
For though he had more Watioursthen Ceſar, an 

though he had the advantage orvring iy Rome; He 
no ſooner underftood, that he had' paſtth wbigone ; 
But he fled indiſorder: withour ſo. much 2 :Biving 
terſure for making ſacrifices tothe Gods, tocalme that 
ftorme, But the knowledge he had of igwicked de- 
figns, doubtleſs made bim believe, they 'would 
not be favourable to him : And there may be manie 
perſons found, who in fo great a trouble will loſs that

did remember at thattime, that he had been heard lay. 
formerlie , that tricking the foot againſt the Earth, 
would' make Souldiers ariſe.

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encreaſe your aymie,that you may oppoſe Ceſar ,He Was alſo 
roached of ambition and unjuſtice:And whatwas ſaid 
againſt him. at thattime , makesit ſufficently ſeen that 
, Pompey, was the tyrran, that Ceſar , was the ProteRor, 
In effe& he wasno ſooner in Rome, then hecourtiouslie 
treated all the ſenatores: he with a ſweet tenderneſs 
ptayed them to Pacifie every thing ;and again propoſed 
_ tothem moſt juſt, and moſt reaſonable articles of peace, 
thereby to make them agree with Poxapey, But they 
knowing that Pompey would be all or nothing ; They 
did not make it, and excuſed themſelves to ear. But 
Lepidus,vhen this !luſtriousHeros,was created dictator, 
gave he any markes of his having deſires to aſpire at 
tyrranie, Non at all; He recalled the baniſhed ; Re- 
placed in honor the children of them who had been con 
fiſcated in the time of Silla, who was a Tyrran, and 
eleven dayes after vohuntarlie dewitted the dictgtorſhip, 
contenting himſelf with being Conſulate, with S?rvu:lius 
Fſauricus, After .that Lepidus, can any (ay that Ceſar 
wa$Satyrran, and that Pompey, was the detender of li- 
bertie. But let us finiſh the giving account of his 11luſt- 
Tous Life in few words, that we may have the more 
leafure to Lament his death, Doubtleſs you remember 
all the artifice that Pompey uſed , to ſhun fighting with 
Ceſar, and draw, affairs to delay: and they were {o cer- 
tainly viſible,and his ambitione ſo known, that his verie 
ſowldiers boldlie ſaid, he continued not the warr, but 
forto continue his authority, In effe&t, he knew that 
either vitorious or conquered, he mult quitt the ſover- 
aign Power, or altogether take of the Maſk,that con- 
cealed him to the halph of the Romaines, But Ceſar, 
whoſe confidence was in the equity of his cauſe, and in 
that of the gods, ſearched after his enemies He feared 
not to aſſault and fight him;He had nothing in his heart 
that reproached him of crime ; He knew that he re- 
venged Rome, by revenging himſelf; And by freeing 
himielf of an adverfarie , He freed Rome of a tyrran. 
His hope of heaven;did not deceive him; He gained 
the battle and Pompey loſt it, That man who had been 
ſo much favoured by fortune whille he was innocent, 
was abandoned by itwhen he became Criminal, He ' 
did notanie more know aither to fight or overcome; 
nor did ſomuch as know how to be overcome like a man, | 
| | or <. 
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af courage, Howſoon his partie had gotten the worſt in 
the battle of Phay/alia, in ſea of annimoting them by 
his example he went into his tent, without knowing al- 
moſt what he ſaid : And knowing that affairs went fill 
worſe forhim , that his entrenchments were forced 
And that Ceſar, approached, what ( ſaid he all fright- 
ned) even in ewr Camp, and after he had ſpokenin 
this mannner, he again fledd, and abandoned all that 
remained of his Partie. Yet me thinks it would have 
ben more glorious for him to have died by Ceſarrarmes 
thew by the ſword of the traitour Seprimizes , who for- 
merlie commanded under him : But this great man, 
having in his heart, hatred, remorſe ,. repentancez 
ſhame of being overcome, and ambition z We neid no 
yonder if loſing hopes of reinging, He, in fineloſt his 
reaſon, But atter ,vwe have ſeen that Ceſar was skil- 
ful in the art of conquering , Ipray you. Lepidus let ns 
look if he did alſo. know the ule of victoric ; if he was 
inhuman or clement; If he was juſt or rigorous? If he 
was tyrran or Romane Citiſen, How ſoon the field of 
battle was left to him, and the eagerneſle he had to fight 
Was mitigaced when he faw ſuch multitudes of dead 
ſouldicrs round about him , he ſh2dd ſo many tears, as 
he had cauſed them ſhedd bloud: O gods, ( cried he 
weeping , ) Te know it was their desyre and that they 
Compelled we to be their conqueror | For Ceſar after 
having eained ſo many Illuſtrions viftories , dowbtleſs 
wanuld have bein blamed,if he had abandoned his ar mie. 
Any other Conqueror but Ceſar , would haveſhedd tears 
of loy, after having gained the battle : Butfor him, He 
could not rejoyce tm his Vidorie, becauſe it had coft 
the lives of ſome of his citiſens, Believe me Lepidzz, 
Tyrrants do not weep for their ennemies: And clemen- 
cleand pitty are ſentiments which they know not at all. 
However you know that Ceſar, almoſt pardoned all his; 
He alfo had a particular care to cauſe ſearch forthat pre- 
fidious man, who afterwards cauſed him loſs his life : 
And whenthe traytor Brut«s, rendred himſelf to him, 
he treated him as if he had þein his ſon: Woe is me! 
ne thinks I fee my dear Ceſar, going from rank 16 xank 
aſking from his people news oF Brutus, looking among 
the dead bodics, if he was not yet there in condition to 
be fuceoured, and doing a!l things poflible to ſavg him 
: whe 
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who by a horrid angratitude, thruſted a poigniard into 
his breaſt, O gods! is it poſlible that Ceſar, could make 
ſo bad a choice ? Thatamong all the Romans he loved 
his murtherer, better then any other , and that the gods 
who teſtified their having ſuch particular care of his 
life, did not advertiſe im , that he whom he loved 
beſt of all men, ſhould of all men be the moſt c1uell 
againſt him. But it 1s not yet tyme to ſpeak of Brutue, 
his ungratitude ; The clemency and the goodneſs of 
Ce/ar,turniſhes me With too good a ſubject toleave it 
ſoſoon : And to let his afſaſinates cryme —_— a$Yreat 
aSitis, his vertues muſt appear with all the ſplendour 
that they had. Tyrrans have fome times put a pryce 
pos the heads of their enemies , they have promiſed 
abolitione of all ſorts of crimes to theſe who would 
bring them : And ſometimes when they have been ſa- 
tisfed , they have looked upon that fatal] reſent with 
joy. But Ceſar , uſed not his ſo; He would not ſee that 
of Pompey; He weeped bitterlie; He treated him 1gno- 
minioully who preſented ittohim., and forced hrm to 
the neceſity, ot making his recourſe to flight, thereby 
to ſave his life. Forme, 1 find that aRione more glo- 
rious for Ceſar, then if he had overcome Pompey : But 
though he was alone to weep for his enemie ; He was not 
aloneto fight. Furtber, He well teſtified that He did 
not ſo much regaird Pompey,as to his own Particular,then 
as to that of the Republick? For he not only pardoned 
all them of his partie who would render themſelves? 
But he took a particular care of all Pompeys friends: And 
by that made it ſeen that he hated not his pexlon,but on- 
oy that He deſyred to deſtroy his unjuſt and pernicious 
eſlignes, Any other but Ceſar, after having been viaor, 
would have conſidred his own ſecurity z By baniſhing 
ſome, by puting others ro death, and by putting him- 
ſelf in a condition to defie the reſt, But forhim, He 
conſidered nothing but the gathering rhe ruptures of 
Pompeyes naufrage. It might have been ſaid that it was 
bis army that was defated : And that He Raye d in that 
place, to railly his troups, He teſtified ſo much ſwet- 
nefle and goodneſs to them who came and liſted them- 
ſelves under his coulors. He did alſo wreat to Rome 
That the ſweeteſt fruits he receved of the Vidtorit, 
was that every day, He ſaved the life of ſom® of theit 
. | C1t1z,ens 
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Citizens, O Lepidus.. Tirrants have no ſuch-words! 
Further to demonilrate the equitie of his intentions, 
and to ſhow that his viGorie was not a chance of For- 
tune, but an effe& ol rhe will of the Gods; he continu» 
ed happie in other things that he enterpriſed,. The 
War oft En ypt , and that of Armenia, from whence 
he writ to Rom, that he was come, that he had ſeen, and 
that he had overeome, makes what 1 ſay abundantlie 
ſeen. After that, in one fingle day, he made him- 
ſelf Maſter of three Camps; killed fiftie thouſand 
men; And loſt but fiftie Souldiers, In yonr opfnion 
Lep:dus, was It Ceſars arm that fought {d, or rather 
was it not that of the Gods ? That Illufſtrious victorie 
made him no more inexorable then the reſt : Forwhen 
he was told, that. Cato was killed by hisown hand ? © 
Cato! ( ſaid he ) how 1 envi thy death, becauſe thew 
haſt envied my glorie of ſaving thy (iſe, Perhaps ſome 
will ſay, that if Cats had lived, Ceſar would not have 
done what he ſaid : But itis cafic to imagine, that he. 
who pardoned Brutus and Crcero, who carried armes, 
againſt him, would have alſo pardoned Cato. But," 
Lepidus 1 will have none judge of Ceſar by the knayy- 
ledge I have of him ; 1 will have none judge gf Ceſar. 
by what his friends will ſay of him ; But 1 wilkenlie- 
hare them judge of him by the honors that the Ramans ., 
have done to him, dureing his life, and after his death, * 
And truelie, it was not without reaſon that therewasa 
Temple of Clemencie builded in acknowledgement 
ot his ; Becauſe there was never a conqueror, who did 
ſo perteQtlic know the praQtiſe of that vertue, But pra 
you tell me Rn, how is it poſſible that theſe ſame 
Remans, who ſince the ending of the Wars, could nov 
reprocah Ceſar of anieat of Soveraignitiez how 
is1t1 ſay poſlible, that theſe verie men who. build- 
ed this Temple of clemencie, by the knowledge they 
had of his goodneſs, could call him Tirran ; It might.

50 ſwhich is the Nobleſt effort of imagination, may not 
Ne- fome way need beautifull obje&s, either to excit, to 
oM [divert, or to recreatit? They who have afligned woods: 
"4-*znd rocks to the Muſes, have doubtleſs been of this 0- 
pinion, yet without making their conſideration deſtroy- 
mine. They have ſpoken of foreſts and rivers, becauſe 
theſe univerſall beauties are in the power of all the 
World : But that doth not hinder, -that theſe ſame Mn- 
ſes who ſearch the woods, may not walk in a cultivated 
Garden. Art doth not ſpoill Nature, it perfeQionats 
it: And trees regwlar{te planted, hinder not if 1be not 
Ideccived,the Poets from working under their Ombrages 
with pleaſure and with glorie. ltis true, Mecenas, that” 
theſe nine famous Siſters , from whom our Muſes 
draw their Origine, had no habitation as is ſaid, but 
woods and mountains, and did notdevert themſelves 
but beſide fountains: Yet theſe woods, theſe monn-- 
tains, and theſe fountains, belongs tothem:, Parnaſſus * 
is of their dominion : The waters of Parmeſſaare alſo 
theirs; And Apollo northe Muſes , borrow nothing 
of other divinitie. 'Afrer all Mecenas, .it is for 
the Grandour of Frinces, not onlie to know how to 
conquer tneir enemiesin war, not onlie to -know how 
toreign dureing peace ; Not onlic to make themſelves 
to be teared of theirfNeighbouts ; Not onlie to make: 
AU-| themſelves be beloved of their ſubjets ; But alſots 
* f make themſelves ſurpaſs all other men in liberaline.. 
di-] They muſt give like Maſters of the Univerſe ; They 
 b18 | mutt when they make preſents, look rather to them- 
ole ſelves, then regard others; And proportionat their 
gitts to their own Grandour onlie. They who receive 
$0 halfes with profit, but ordinarlie they have no ſhare 
1a glorie. - It belongs whollie to the giver : And to 
{peak rationallie,the moſt glorions conqueſts that Kings 
can make, are theſe which they make by liberalitie. 
In war, ſucceſs is alwaies dubious: There is no battle ſo 
dyantageous in its beginning, whoſe end may not be 
WFoatall : But here we ace alwales affured of Vitorie : A 
OOF Jiberall Prince doth equallie make to himſelf, Oaves, - 
” gubjets, and friends o = Y ro whom he gives: Ape 
2 18 
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this 1s the onlic way Whereby he can merit the rank of 
theGods. But among all men, 7rinces ſhould chooſe 
for the principall obje& of ther liberalitie, theſe fa- 


mous diſpenſatores of glorie, yet with this difference, 
that what is pure liberalitie at other occaſions, is gratt- 


tude in this? For what is not due to them who give im- 


m.ortalitie, They have been formerlie, ſinpide, ig- 
norant and covetous Trinces, who have let the Mufzs 
languiſh in povettie, without giving a juſt ſubjeR of a- 
Ronifhment. But if Argus having ſuch inſights as 
he 'hath, in all brave Sciences; Loving fine works at 
the rite he doth ; Making Toche his divertiſement ; 
Being a loyer of glorie, as he hath alwaies made av- 

ear; And making of things himſelf, which may place 

im in the rank of the moſt 1]Nluftrious Authors : Ifay, 
if Aug»//u5 having all theſe advantages , do give but 
* meanlie, to the profeſlours of good learning, he ſkall 
be Eiſtonored by it, and it ſhould be almoſt leſs aametul 
for him, to be both ſtvpide, ignorant, and ayaritious, 
then to be knowing and not tobe liberall, But thanks 
to the Geds, his inclinatiens and your counſells, have 
vell hindered that blemiſh from potuting one of the 
jpeciall paſſages of his life : And ro know if Angu/?us 
iath knewn the price: of all braye Eciences, we rced but 
conſider the rewav!s he gave to them who praſiiſed 
them. But among all them who are carefuil of this 
mervaillous Art , which the Gods have taught to men, 
it muſt be ayouched that they whoſe ſpirits are ſublime 
cnough , for being capable to undertake a EKeroick 
Toem , deſerve the firſt rank near Kings: Apd doubt» 
leſs it is principallie of them ,thatthey fhould have a par- 
ticular efteem. - For of all the various ſpecies of 
Tocfie which we admire, this work is the greateſt, the 
moſt 11luſtrious, the moſt Diſficile, the moſt Glorious, 
both for him that makes it, and for the Heros whom 
he chooſes. To ſpeak rationalie,an Epique Poem, con- 
tiins whollic in ut ſelf, all others beauties, and ſfome- 
thing more . They who make Elogies, do eterniſe 
rither their miftciſes, their paſſions, and their languiſh- 


ings, then the merit of their Princes : We ſee but ſhort 
tablets in Odes, wherein the moſt part of things are ® 


not diſtinguiſhed : One ſingle ation 1s ſometimes too 
ample a ſ{ubje@ forthat wotk ; Andits limits, in fines, 
als 
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* tall make theſe of his forefathers live eternally; It is tor. 
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are too much contrated to boaſt of its having conque- 
red time and fortune, Egloguescan do no more, then 
make posterite imagine, that the reigne was fortunate, 
dureing which the Muſes might employ themſelves, to 
make ſhepherds ſpeak,and not in complaining of theyi- 
olence of their Kings. | 

The Satyres , theſe bold painters , wherein all the 
world find their piturs 3 Cannot be glorious for Prin- 
ces, but when theit images are not found in them: And 
to ſpeak more cleatlie, their filence is the greateſt glo- 
rie that they can give, Epigrames for the moſt part, - 
are oy x om of | nd whoſe brightneſs though 
ſplendid, cannot furbiſh the life of a great Prince : 
They are a ſimple paſtime of the ſpiritand of the im- 
—_—_— which at moſt, cannot preſerve but the 
glorte of him , who hath fortunatlie acquited himſelf 
of that ſort of work; A Tragedie, which 1s certainlie one 
of the nobleſt employments of the Muſes, although 
it do bragg of wecking by its diverting, and though it 
paſs among the moſt learned , for the Maſter-peice of 
this art 3 Yet ſhould not be ſo conſiderable to a Frince, 
asa heroick poeme, He who makes Tragedies , works 
more for himſelt then for his King : He makes tablets, . 
but his Maſter can pretend to. have no other glorie in 
his work, bur that, of haveing known all the beautie, of 
preſerving theſe rare paintings with care, and in buying 
of them magnificentlie. It is not ſo with ane Epique- 
Foeme : It is truelic it, that deifies Princes, for whom 
they are compoſed ; all their vertues appear ſplendidlie 
there.; Theis conqueſls are thete painted forth in their 
fineſt luſtre: Their faults if they have anie areskillſullie 
minced ; fortune, viRorie, and fame are allwayes of 
theirpartie; They have no enemies in it whom they 
excell not; They are happie, in warr, and in Jove; 
Their ſplendour , contrarie to cuſtome , returns from 
them to the Origine of their race; And whereas chil- 
dren did uſe to derive their glory from thatof theirpre- 
deceflours; on the contraric, here the predecefiours,.

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They are altogether ſouldiers, ſtrangers, our enemies 
and the defenders of rhe Tarquins 
Conſider in fine my companions,that in the place where 
you are , you may loſe your honor : But in that wher- 
in I will condu& you, you can loſe but your life. 

Behold, Porſenna, a part of the reaſons 1 uſed to per- 
ſvade theſe Generous Virgins to follow me ; AndI 
ſhall ſay for their glorie and for that of my n_—_ 
that 1t was caſie for me toperſwade them to my incli- 
nations, I was notcontradi@ed in my opinion : They 
looked death in the face with conſtancie, aud quirted 
the banks of the river with joy, though according to all 
Iiklie hood, they almoſt ſaw their death aſſured. But 
becauſe our intentions were moſt innocent, the Gods 
did take care of conduQting us;They afliſted our feebl- 
neſs, they ſuſtained us upon the waters, and happilie 
brought us to the other ſide. Yet we did not find there 
all the repoſe that we expeRted : For that auſtere ver- 
tue, which all the Romans do proteſs, made our Re- 
lations have no joy at our return : They admired our 
reſolution , they have alſo praiſed our deſign : But to 
ſatisfie the ? q om faith that they had engadged to you, 

they would have us brought back toyour Camp: And 
for that effe&, they have given us a convoy tocondu@ 
us hither, See Porſenna, by this adventure, what the 
Reman Virgins are, who loved better to hazard their 
lite, and break their word, then expoſe their honour : 
And again ſee, what t':e Roman men 2r2,wholove better 
to expoſe the lives and honour of their Daughters, then 
to break their word, Yes, Porſenna, theſe two aQions 
are equallie praiſe worthie : And 40 be juſt at ſueh a 
time, we render to our parents the ſame honours which 
they = us. They haye praiſed our flight, thou h 
they have not foreborn to remit us into your hands : 
And we alſo admire their vertue, though it deprives us 
of that libextic which we had acquired to our ſelves.The 
deſign of preſerving our honour, cauſed our flight : 
Aud that ot not loſing their reputation hath cauſed out 
requrn. Perhaps you will ſay to me, that it will be 
hard to comprehend how one and the ſame ation can 
be both worthie of praiſe and of blame; And in fine.that 
our return is an intallible fign, that our flight was ct1- 
minall. No, Per/enns, the buſineſs ſhould not be fo 
= conſidered 
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conſidered : It muſt be better examined, to judge of 
it-equitablie. And lam verie certain, that if it be re- 
garded with an unintereſſed eye, it will be found that 
our flight was glorious to us, and that our return is fo 
to our parents,l avouch that in ſome manner,we ſeem to 
have broken the publick faith: But before we be convin- 
cedof that fault,lmuſtbe permitted to defend our cauſe. 
Doubtleſs it-cannot be denied that honour ſhould be the 
rule of all the ations of men : It is for it that life is ex- 
poſed inwar! It is for it that ſometimes all the ſentt- 
ments of Nature are renounced : It is fot it that men do 
voluntarlic devout themſelves to theſafety oftheir coun- 
trey: It is for it that the publick faith is exa&lie keeped; 
And in fine, it1s for it that all things ought to be done. 
Wherefore, let none wonder, it for preſerving our 
honour we have expoſed our lives, and broken the pub- 
lick faith. For ſeeing it is not keeped but cnlie for 
honaur, it was permitted to us to violate it ; Becauſe 
we could not keep it, but by expoſing our ſelves to n- 
famie. Further, ſince our Sex isdeprived of all pub- 
lick charge, as to our particularwe had promiſed no- 
. thing : And we thought, that for the iutereſt of Reme, 
we ought to have gone out of your camp, becauſe ifmis- 
fortune had happened,to us it might have ſuffered an 
utrage in 6ur perſons, Its glorie then finding it ſelf 
1gadged with ours, we believed that. it-wras juſt, to 
pole our lives for preſerving both the one and the 
er: And doubtleſs we ſhall do the ſame rhing, if 
' ſame occaſion does offer. 
1 but too much t2ught us toprevent ſuch diſaſters; 
21 can aſſure you, that if we had death in our option, 
ſhcu'd at leaſt die innocent. Further, there is no- 
ag trom which an exception cannot be made: Ly- 
which is doubtleſs a baſeneſs, is ſometimes glori- 
, and1lam afſured that no bodie blames thatwhich 
generous Mw1i#5 told, when feeing his hand burn- 
, with a prodigious conftancie,'he aſſured you that 
cewere three hundred .in our camp whodefigned to 
you, though effeRivelie it wasonlie he. That ad- 
ble hardineſs that made Horatius Cocles under- 
, to ſtand himſelf alone unmoyeable againſt all 
rarmie, and oblidged him at laſt to caſt himſelf all 
:das hewas in the Tyber, ſhall not be putin the 
number 
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number of ridiculous temerities- The firme reſolution 
of Brutus, himſeltto ſee his children die, becauſe they 
were Traitors to th:ir countrey, ſhall rather paſs for the 
zeal of a good Citizen, then for the inclination of an 
un-naturall Father. Wheretore, why would anie that 
the intereſt of honour and of the publick, juſtifying 
AMxnitius his lie, Cocles his temeritie, and the inſen- 
ſibilitie of Br#1us, ſhould not alſo juſtifie the Aight of 
C!z!:a and of her: companions ; Since they had no 0- 
ther obje&, but the preſervation: of their honour , and 
that of their countrey ? 1f Mwutius did conragiouſly burn 
his hand ; 1f Cocles be entithe devoted to the pablick 
ſafitic; 1f Brutzs gave the blood of his children, for 
theſe two things onlie ; We havealfſo expoſed @.r lives 
for the ſame cauſe, and may conſeqentlie pretend to ' 
the ſame glorie. Why, Porſenna, Lucretia hath me- 
rited an immortall reputation, for having killed ker- 
felf after her crime,and are we laughed at as infamous, 
for having expoſed our lives, to the end that we might 
dic innocent ? No, no, it is impoſſible that it fhou!l4 
be ſo : Poſteritie will be more juſt : And Idoverilic 
belicve, that if you examine your thoughts exaRlic,' 
you will find that they do not condemn us. We have + 
never ſeen that the gods who are (o jealous of their au- 
thoritie, have cauſed Thunder fall uponthe Viaimes, 
which eſcape from the Altars: And wherefore them 
Porſenna, would you unworthilic treat Virgins, who 
having ſeen themſelves abandoned of their yuh OE | 
to ſpeak better their enemies; Went in queſt of ſaftie, - 
at the expence of theirlives? Perhaps it will be ſzidea 
me, that it ſeems by my reaſons, that we had no wrong 
done to us: But ifit be ſo, itſeems likewaies that our * 
parents had no reaſon to ſend us back. - Yetthis conſe= 
quence is not well grounded : And if1be not miſtaken, - | 
1 ſhall;deftroy it in few words. 7 have alreadie told you, - 
that honour cauſed our flight, and that this ſame honorg 
hath cauſed our return : For to ſpeak rationallie, it was * 
our Fathers who engadged their wordsto you ; It was 
they who gave us in pledge, it was they who treated *' 
with you ; It was they who conſented to the articles of 
eace; And 1t is alſo they, who ſhould exaRlie per-

But know, that if by violating the lawes of 
men, you ould treat us unworthilie, and break the 
peace that you have made , your deſigns ſhall advance 
no further then they nave done, That which Autius 
andCocles did undertake againt pou a thouſand Romans 
ſhall yet attempt.

that can blaſtir, See Porſenna, what the Romans are * 
See what ſentiments they have given tous : And ſee in 
fine, that which hath both cauſed our flight and our 
return. - It istrue that at firſt ſlight, I had great repug- þ 
nancie to return under the power of a Prince, whom 
til thenI had not confidered, but as the proteQor of the 
Targnins, and as the enemie of Rome : But coming to 
nder the matter with a more tranquill ſpirit ; That 
aft quality didbegin to give mea better opinion of you, 
Yes Porſenna,l found that you muſt doubtleſs have a 
great and bold ſpirit, in having attempred to make 
war with Rome : And conſequenthe I believed. that if 
you had not been worthie of the rank that you keep, the 
Romans would: not have made peace with you , and 
would not have received you into their Aliance. Se 
that after I had perſwaded my companions to go out of 
xour Camp 3 I have likewates perſwaded them to return 
(cit, Letus go( ſaidIto rhem ) let us go, and ſatis fic 
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. the publick faith, which our parents have enzadged 2 
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Let us go and confirme the peace that they have made; 
And let us no more leok upon Perſenna, as the proteRor 
of the Tarquins, but as their greateſt enemie, becauſe 
he hath abandoned them. Let us believe my compa- 
nions, that if this Prince had no vertne, the Remang 
would not have remitted us in his power. And moreover 
if it ſhould come to paſs that he have not ſo much as he 
ought, to treat us as he ſhould ; We ſhall alwaies have 
enough, to have our recourſe to death, rather then pre- 
ſerve a life unworthie of what we are. Let us go then. 
my companions , let us goand ask from that Prince, 
-the recompence of our flight : He hath been here a 
long enough time, within the territories of Rome, tar 
have learned, that vertue ſhould be loved and rewarded, 
in his verie enemies: he hath freelie pardoned Mutius, 
who attempted his life ; Yetit will be eafter forhim to 
forget our flight, and grantus the favour, of ſending 
us back toour parents. It belongs to you now Por/enng, 
to tell me if I have had reaſon to perſwade theſe gene- 
rous Virgins to truſt themſelves to your goodneſs ; For 
me, 1f 1 were not concerned in the thing, 1 would 
counſel you to uſe it thus. For it is not onlie gloriousg- 
to you, to have been enemie of the Romans, and tobe ? 
at preſent their Allay : Bur it ſhall alſo be moreto you, * 
if you undertake to diſpute vertue with them. That is 
the thing wherein it will be brave to outdoe them : For: 
that ſort of war, hath this particular priviledge, that. 
the conquered as well as the ViQtorious, ſhall alwaies 
acquire abundance of glorie. The ſole detire of ſur- 
mounting at ſuch. occaſions, is more adyanitageous, . ; 
then the gaining of a battle. Underta!:e then Por/enne 
this famous combate, truſt your ſelt abſolutl; to the 
Remans faith, and ſend us back to cur parents. 
Methinks they have keeped their word to you in a. 
Cenerous enough manner, not to perm tt you ty aueſtte 
on it : Yet that doth not hincer, Burt you ſhall doe 
brave iMton, if you refiore us to libertie, But to gives 
libertie to Romzn Virgins, and to Virgins, who cam” 
deſpiſe deati to ſhun intamie, is togive them more” 
then Kingdoms, more then Empires, and more then 
life.

Furtherg we had evil thoughts 
of you, becauſe we did notknow you, but by the name 
of the FroteRox of Tirranie, and 1 declare to -you 
preſertlie, that I donot = know who you are-: Speak 
thenPorſenna,that I may thereby know you: Remember 
that you. are within the fight of Rome, that you have all 
the Romans for your fpeRators ; that you are to ſpeak to 
Virgins, who can alwaieslive ordie with glotie ; That 
fame attends our arreſt to publiſh it over all the Earth;

It is true that Anivonie, robbs me of his heart, and 
of his afſeion , to give both the one and the otherto 
Cleopatra: But my Lord, will it be convenient that-if 
the Love of that Queen hath cauſed .Anthonie, com- 
mita fault, that Ofavias, jealouſie hhould carrie you 
to doe ane other! Noit will notbe juſt : Conſider then 
if you pleaſe , the publick intereſt, and not mine, and 
think alſo, that it will be equallie diſgraceful to Ceſar, 
and to .Anthonie, to begin a watr, and to deftroy the 
Empire, forthe Love ofone woman and for the jealou- 
fie ot ane other. But nevertheleſs if you catmotbe e- 
qually blamed forit, dare ſay, that you fhallbe mote 
juſtlie accuſed then Anthonie; Becauſe he is nomore 
in condition either to hear, or underſtand reaſon: And 
yours cannot be diſturbed but onlie in conſideration 
of me.

Elinations; And doubtleſs he knows that he hath 
| ificiently loved me already, not tobe able to endure 
my preſence without contuſion and repentance.

then it does: Becavſe it will certainlie communi-

My tears, my reaſons, and my prayers {urp#icd your re- 
ſentment, You enibraced Anthonre, in {ſtead of fighting 
ofhim: Youreceved him as the husband of your ſiſter,
